Ichord, in whose congressional 
district the proposed monument 
area lies, had vigorously opposed 
previous proposals for creating 
a national recreational area, but 
he agreed the compromise 
plan and introduced a bill iden- 
tical to the Senate version 

In submitting the Senate meas- 
ure, Symington said the monu- 
ment would be aimed at pre- 
serving the unspoiled beauty of 
“one of the most beautiful areas 
in the country.” 

The authorizing legislation, he 
deciared, ‘recognizes that the 
area is an asset that should be 
preserved and developed for the 
enjoyment of all Americans.”’

critical of what it said were at- 
tacks by the Un-American Activ- 
ities Committee. 

“During its 24-year history the 
Howse committee has been un- 
relenting in its harassing of 
teachers,” it stated. ‘‘It has 
again and again subpenaed 
them. 

“It has grilled them about their 
political associations, past and 
present. It has inquired into the 
textbooks they use. 

‘Creates Distrust.’ 

‘In these ways the committee 
has created fearfulness within the 
academic world and, perhaps | 
even more dangerous, public dis- 
trust of teachers and the institu- 
tions in which they serve.” 

It noted that two college pro- 
fessors have served prison sen- 
tences for contempt of Congress 
after invoking the protection of 
the First Amendment to the Con- 
stitution. 

“A much lager number of 
teachers, some in the public 
schools, have lost their positions, | 
either because they declined to | 
testify before the committee | 
about what had been in most in- | 
stances youthful associations or 
after they had been publicly 
named by it,”’ the statement went 
on. “Those dropped have often 
found it impossible to obtain new 
teaching positions.” 

While observing that the com- 
mittee has recently improved its | 
procedure in conducting hear- 
ings, the statement said, “‘it con- 
tinues to be careless or unscrup- 
ulous in vilifying its critics.” 

It added: 

“Students who assert their le- 
gitimate belief that the commit- 
tee should be done away with be- 
cause it has seriously damaged 
freedom have been labeled Com- 
munists or dupes of Communists. 
The same fate has befallen oth- 
ers who have sought openly to 
discuss the merits of their gov- 
ernmental organ. Democracy 
cannot flourish when a legally 
unaccountable body intimidates 
dissenting citizens.”’ 

Long-Range Campaign. 

In issuing the educators’ state- 
ment, representatives of the 
Civil Liberties Union said it was 
part of a long-range campaign 
by that organization. 

Purpose of the effort, said 
Patrick M. Malin, executive di- 
rector of the union, and Louis 
M. Hacker, chairman of its aca- 
demic freedom committee, is ‘‘to 
make clear to the American pub- 
lic and through it, to the Con- 
gress, the great harm done to 
civil liberties and freedom by 
the House Un-American Activi- 
ties Committee.”

Defrost the frozen peaches only 
partigily (about an hour in un- 
opened containers at room tem- 
perature).

‘Mix-Match' 
Meals 


The term “mix and match” is 
a familiar one to women in the 
field of fashion; now it has in- 
vaded the world of food. 

“Mix and match meals” are 
variations of the most versatile 
recipe to come along in many 
moons. The basic formula is 
simply this: 

One can condensed soup, un- 
diluted. 

One cup cooked or canned 
meat, poultry or seafood. 

One cup cooked or canned 
vegetable. 

One and one-third cups pack- 
aged pre-cooked rice. 

These four ingredients can be 
mixed and matched in combina- 
tions limited only by your ima- 
gination; in dishes to be pre- 
pared in skillet, casserole or 
saucepan. 

With just one soup—cream of 
mushroom—and one vegetable— 
green beans, we’ve come up with 
a meat dish for the family, a 
fish dish for Friday, and a 
chicken dish for company. 

The meat dish calls for slivers 
of cooked or canned ham to be 
combined with the canned soup, 
packaged pre-cooked rice and 
beans. For Friday, substitute 
salmon or shrimp. For company, 
the choice is cubed or sliced 
chicken. 

Here are the three easy as 
1-2-3 ways of preparing any of 
these combinations: 

In a Casserole; Heat to boiling 
one can of choice condensed 
soup, undiluted; one cup cooked 


or canned vegetable; one cup 


cooked or canned meat, poultry 
or seafood and one and three- 
quarter cups water. 

Pour half of mixture into a 
one and one-half quart casserole. 
Sprinkle in one and one-third 
cups packaged pre-cooked rice, 
as it comes from the box. 

Cover with remainder of hot 
mixture. Bake uncovered in 375 
degrees (hot) oven 10 minutes. 
Stir and fluff up rice. 

Yield: four ‘servings. 

In a Skillet: Place condensed 
soup, vegetable, meat, poultry 
or seafood and one and three- 
quarter cups water in a medium 
skillet.

The high mineral and vitamin 
content and the low cost and 
calories help to account for the 
fact that Americans eat an 
average of about 12 pounds of 
cabbage per capita each year. 

Although cabbage has been cul- 


tivated for more than 4000 years, 
historians credit the Romans 
with having popularized it. What- 
ever its early origins, it has been 
a main-stay of American meals 
since the days of the Pilgrims. 

Our ancestors, however, are 
accused by modern nutritionists 
of over-cooking cabbage. The 
trend now is to steam it for five 
or 10 minutes in a very little 
water which has been salted, 
not only for taste but to help 
speed the cooking process, re- 
tain the vitamine C and pre- 
serve the pretty green color. 

Best way to get the most food 
value out of cabbage is, of 
course to eat it raw. Asa change 
from the usual coleslaw, try 
serving raw cabbage with hot 
cooked sauce. 

Here are four which blend well 
with crispy, crunchy cabbage. 
Shred the cabbage, sprinkle 
lightly with water and store in 
the refrigerator in a paper bag 
or a plastic sack while you pre- 
pare the sauce, which should be 
kept simmering on the stove 
so that it can be served over the 
cabbage piping hot.

THE NEXT 30 TO 60 HOURS should tell whether the crisis 
in ‘Laos can be resolved peacefully with agreement on a neutral 
regime, policymakers wifo participated in the weekend confer- 
ence with Soviet officials indicated here today. 

Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko was told politely 
but firmly by Secretary of State Dean Rusk that the United 


whether the Soviet Union would 
agree to try to work out a com- 
promise government. The de- 
cision will have to be taken in 
Moscow by Premier Khrushchev 
on the basis of the Rusk-Gro- 
myko talks here in the State 
Department. That is why the 
interval of the next day or two 
is so critically important. 


Some officials taking part in 
the more than five hours of 
discussion thought that Gromyko 
wanted to leave the impression 
that the Communist-led rebels 
advancing on the royal capital 
of Luang Prabang could no 
longer be held back. The core 
of this force, according to 
American intelligence sources, 
is about 2000 tough, disciplined 
highly trained Vietminh guer- 
rilla fighters. Under Soviet di- 
rection, they have crossed from 
Communist North Viet Nam into 
Laos equipped with arms sup- 
plied by Moscow. 

ADDING TO DOUBTS of the 
likelihood of an agreement on a 
neutral Laos which would end 
the fighting is the fact that 
this will be the second time 
that Khrushchev has been put 
on notice, the Post-Dispatch 
learned. 


When he returned from con- 
Sultations in Washington to his 
post in Moscow, Ambassador 
Lewellyn Thompson sought out 
the Soviet Premier in Siberia 
where he was touring agricul- 
tural regions. He read to him 
a letter that he had brought 
from President Kennedy cover- 
ing the outstanding difference 
between the two blocs. 

Thompson put special stress, 
it has been learned, on the im- 
portance of resolving the con- 
flict in Laos and agreeing on a 
government that would guar- 
antee its neutrality. He told 
Khrushchev that President Ken- 
nedy was willing to accept, as 
a member of that government, 
Prince Souvanna Phouma, who 
the Soviets declare is the legiti- 
mate Laotian head of govern- 
ment. Souvanna took refuge in 
neighboring Cambodia and from 
there he undertook to mediate 
between the rebels and the gov- 
ernment of Prince Boun Oum, 
backed by the United States. 

RETURNING TO P 
Thompson sent a long report to 
the President. He said he be- 
lieved he had convinced Khrush- 
chev of the necessity of resolving 
the conflict in Laos. 

This raised hopes here for a 
peaceful settlement. Then a 
week ago it was learned the vol- 
ume of Soviet military aid had 
been stepped up 50 per cent. 

For a time it was hopefully as- 
sumed that this might have been 
due to orders issued prior to the 
Khrushchev-Thompson exchange 
or to materiel already in the 
pipeline. This illusion was dis- 
pelled when authoritative word 
reached here of still another 
step-up that could have come 
only as result of acts taken after 
the Siberian discussion with the 
American ambassador. 

It was then that the decision 
was taken to ask Gromyko to 
come to Washington for the Sat- 
urday meeting. Twice in the pre- 
ceding week, Under Secretary

The former may decide it is bet- 
ter to hold up, temporarily at 
least, in order not to jeopardize 
the whole United States-Soviet re- 
lationship at the start of a new 
administration.

Called Higher Than Necessary 


Paul G. Steinbicker Traces Problem 
to Uneven Distribution of Wealth, 
Multiplicity of Government Units.

MOST ST. LOUIS COUNTY homeowners are paying more 


| taxes than should be necessary 


to support the present level of 


public services they are receiving, Paul G. Steinbicker, head of St. 


Louis University’s department of 
| The county, although wealthy 
with a total assessed valuation 
of $1,534,985, 549, cannot make full 
use of the broad tax base for 
equal benefits of all citizens, 
Steinbicker said. 

This inequitable situation, one 


by the county’s rapid growth, | 
results in part from three fac- 
tors, he said: 

1. An uneven distribution, 
geographically, of the coun- 
ty’s wealth. 

2. Legal barriers preventing 
any uniform, county-wide ap- 
plication of the large tax reve- 
nues generated by centers 
where the taxable wealth is 
concentrated. 

3. The multiplicity of tax- 
supported government units in 
the county, each competing for 
its slice of the taxpayer's 
dollar. 

Steinbicker, a member of the 
board of control of the Metro- 
politan St. Louis Survey in 1957, 
and other political scientists 
| have pointed out that the sharp 
| variance in assessable wealth 
from town to town causes tax 
rates for financing public serv- 


ices to fluctuate. The greater 
burden usually falls on a home- 
owner living in a preponderant- 
ly residential community. 

| Although such a homeowner 
may work in one of the county's 
commercial or industrial centers, 
helping to create tax revenues 
that are a boon to citizens in 
that area, the money does not 
flow across municipal boundaries 
to support city services where 
he lives. In the “bedroom 
towns,”” which lack industrial 
and commercial centers, homes 
must bear the brunt of the tax |

HOW ASSESSABLE wealth 
varies widely within a few city 
blocks is seen by comparing

Clayton, the outstanding com- 
| mercial center in the county, has 
| 15,245 residents and 
| valuations totaling $62,227,813, or 
$4085 per capita. 

Richmond Heights’s population 
\is 15,622, and its total assessed 
valuation is $38,152,629, or $2442 
per capita. 

The direct effect on home- 
owners can be shown by assum- 
ing that a stretch of Clayton 
road, jointly maintained by the 
two cities along that segment of 
the road which separates them, 
requires improvements costing 
 $500,000—a relatively modest sum 
for public works. 

GOVERNMENTAL Research 
Institute statisticians calculated 
how much taxes would be paid 
by a Clayton resident and a 
Richmond Heights citizen each of 
whom owns a home worth $18,- 
000 and assessed at $6000, to 
cover their respective shares of 
the road improvement cost. 

The cost to the Clayton home- 
owner would be $48.60; to the 

Richmond Heights resident, 
$79.20. 

In 1957, the westbound lanes 
of Clayton road between the two 
cities were 1% to 2% inches 
higher than the eastbound lanes, 
because Clayton had funds to re- 
surface its side of the street, but 
Richmond Heights did not. 
Kinloch, with a population of 
6501, has a total assessed valu- 
ation of $4,718,325, or $726 per 
capita. But Rock Hill with only

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HAD a well thought out insurance program with a 
xX policy to meet nearly every contingency. $10,000 
was payable in a lump sum to his wife to clean up in- 
debtedness, funeral expenses, etc., and tide her over 
until her monthly income began.

This is particularly important as a safeguard against 
inflation, Part of the trust can be invested in stocks as a 
hedge against inflation, Since inflation will reduce the 
value of the beneficiaries’ income, it may require a greater 
use of principal than would otherwise be needed. The 
power to encroach upon the principal to supplement the 
beneficiaries’ income is very important in the event of 
inflation, Flexibility and discretion in using income and 
principal are essential when minor children are among 
the beneficiaries. It permits the funds available to be used 
to their best advantage and avoids the necessity of ay 
pointing a guardian which would be cumbersome and 
needlessly expensive.

The Cost of Death 


Death need not cost $25 per day, 
as Reader Arthur Engel complains. 

All too often, individuals and 
their families are reluctant to face 
the inevitable event in any locale 
other than the hospital. 

Further, our hospitalization in- 
surance benefits usually apply only 
when the patient is hospital con- 
fined, rather than at home with 
nursing care, or in 4 nursing home. 

Nursing home facilities of vary- 
ing quality exist in our community 
and excellent care in one of the 
finest can be obtained for $10 per 
day. At times, this care will sur- 
pass in service and dignity that 
available in a busy hospital (all 
too often crowded with “healthy” 
patients under hospitalization bene- 
fits). 

An alternative plan, care of the 
patient at home, can be achieved 
at a similar cost through co-oper- 
ation of the family with the Visit- 
ing Nurses Association, the home 
care program of the Jewish Hos- 
pital, or the newly activated City 
Hospital home care program.

Missouri’s Tax Dilemma 


Missouri faces a dilemma as a result of the 
State Supreme Court ruling upholding the use 
tax. That decision removed an obstacle to 
new state revenue, but created an obstacle 
to the state’s economic growth. Fortunately 
Senator Spradling, Senate president pro: tem, 
is urging a legislative review of the use tax. 

Nearly all sales tax states complement these 
levies with a use tax on out-of-state purchases. 
The idea is to equalize retail levies on goods 
bought in the state, whether sold inside or 
outside of it. Missouri expected its 2 per 
cent use tax to produce at least $8,000,000 a 
year in revenue and perhaps twice as much 
through its indirect aid to the sales tax. 

Many industries, however, have to buy 
raw materials, machinery, parts and equip- 
ment to produce goods and services for sale 
in the state. The 1959 Missouri use tax law 
exempts such industrial purchases for two 
reasons. The legislators felt it would be un- 
fair to put a retail tax on goods not primarily 
intended for retail use, and they knew that 
such a tax would damage some local indus- 
tries and discourage others from coming to 
Missouri. 

~ . os 

In upholding the use tax, the Supreme 
Court knocked out these major exemptions. 
The court found it was discriminatory and 
unconstitutional to exempt goods under the 
use tax which were not exempt under the 
sales tax, when the two taxes are meant to be 
complementary. Hence the use tax, as it now 
stands, is not what the Legislature intended. 
It applies a retail levy to materials and equip- 
ment used to produce goods and services on 
which a retail levy is paid. It applies this 
levy to materials that were not taxed before, 
and to that extent is a new tax. For some 
industries it is a particular hardship. 

Southwestern Bell Telephone Co., for ex- 
ample, paid $150,000 in use taxes in only 
four months on equipment used to provide 
telephone service. Missouri Pacific officials 
think the use tax may cost their De Soto 
shops $500,000 a year for building and re- 
pairing railroad equipment. Senator Sprad- 
ling warns that Trans World Airlines may 
move their Kansas City overhaul base to 
neighboring Kansas, to avoid the tax, and he 
is concerned about keeping an Armstrong 
Cork plant planned for his home city of Cape 
Girardeau.

Senator Spradling’s tentative answer to 
this quandary is a bill to put the industrial 
exemptions back in the use tax and to intro- 
duce them into the sales tax as well. This 
probably would avoid the legal discrimination 
to which the court objected. Because the 
exemptions would cost the state revenue, he 
proposes to increase the retail levies to 2% 
per cent. That would bring in $30,000,000 a 
year, but officials are not sure to what extent 
this would cover the loss of revenue from 
exemptions. 

The Legislature has several possible 
choices. It could adopt the Spradling plan, 
or revise the exemptions to reduce the need 
for higher tax rates, or even abandon the 
use tax. But it cannot reasonably do any- 
thing until it knows how various exemptions 
might affect the basic sales tax. 

What it does know for certain is that the 
present use tax can injure the state’s eco- 
nomic health, and this must be prevented. 
The other facts essential to a decision should 
be elicited from hearings on the Spradling 
bill. 


For Fair Play in Illinois 


For the sixth time the lower house of the 
Illinois legislature has adopted a bill setting 
up a state fair employment practices com- 
mission. Although the upper chamber has 
turned down such legislation since 1947, it 
should be persuaded, if only by the House 
vote of 115 to 42, that the people of Illinois 
really want fair play in hiring. 

It is in the spirit of the Bill of Rights that 
there should be no discrimination on grounds 
of race, creed or color among qualified can- 
didates for a job. And it is only reasonable 
to set up, as this bill would do, a five-mem- 
ber commission authorized to issue cease-and- 
desist orders in cases of proved discrimina- 
tion, and to carry them to the courts if there 
is no compliance. 

No state can afford discrimination, if only 
because it has become uneconomic. If bias is 
hard to uproot in some sections, there is all 
the more reason for others to set a good 
example, and 19 states now have such com- 
missions. Their experience shows that 96 
per cent of all complaints can be settled by 
conciliation. They do not force any employer 
to create a job or to accept an unqualified 
worker; they merely ask him to stay in step 
with the times and the Constitution. Surely 
that much may be expected in the state of 
Abraham Lincoln. 


Picking Up After Caroline 

That blow on the temple President Ken- 
nedy sustained in picking up after his daugh- 
ter Caroline will be understood, and sympa- 
thized with, by every parent. Nine tenths of 
the care of the very young, it often seems, 
consists of bending over, crawling under or 
reaching forth to retrieve an object the child 
has misplaced. Indeed St. Paul has sometimes 
been presumed to have been covering this 
very point in his remark, “When I became 
a man, I put away childish things.” At any 
rate, it is a form of human effort that goes 
far back into antiquity, and continues un- 
abated, with every sign of permanence. 

Frequently, as in the President’s case, the 
retriever’s role involves an element of per- 
sonal risk, perhaps the most common conse- 
quence of which is a sHarp thwack on the 
head from the underside of a piece of furni- 
ture. But it is not these little casualties that 
beset the parent most; it is the straightening 
up again after the hundredth stooping over 
and picking up of the day. Character, fitness 
and a measure of resignation will, however, 
usually turn the trick. 

Meanwhile, the war between the worlds 
of the small child and'the adult goes on its 
littered way. For the sense of the fitness of 
things is not one on which’ they see eye to 
eye. Though the dresser top may be the 
customary place for the hairbrush, the bottom 
shelf of the refrigerator is certainly more 


amusing, and the knowledgeable parent will 


not neglect to look there, among other places. 
Soon enough, if not too soon, the child will 
be grown up to a world in which there is a 
place for everything and everything in its 
place; a few years are little enough for some 
inventiveness about it. In that unspoiled in- 
terim, the President’s baby and Judy 
O’Grady’s are inclined to follow their own 


fresh instincts about what should be let lie. 
and where. As the child is inclined, so is 
the parent bent. | 


Politicians in Uniform 

The business of providing police protection 
in St. Louis county as a whole is so frag- 
mented and disorganized (and no doubt fi- 
nancially wasteful as well) that nobody knows 
precisely how much crime there is in the 
county, or its pattern. This was documented 
in detail by C. L. Kelliher of the Post-Dispatch. 
In the absence of such basic intelligence even 
the area’s first-rate police forces are operat- 
ing with handcuffs on. The big trouble is 
politics. 

St. Louis county has°a long history of at- 
tempting to mix politics and police work, to 
the detriment of the latter. The County 
Charter amendment that in 1955 took the po- 
lice function from the politically-elected Sher- 
iff’s offige and transferred it to a profession- 
ally-operated and non-political County Police 
Department cured part of the problem. But 
it had no effect on politics in police work at 
the municipal level. It is high time that an 
effort be made to remove that cancer. 

Police chiefs in 16 of the 40 full-time mu- 
nicipal departments are elected officials, 
which is to say they are in local politics up 
to their ears. Thirty-one of the 37 communi- 
ties with part-time poliee protection also 
have police chiefs who are elected marshals. 
Like Jennings’s Chief Obertz, who is their 
principal. spokesman, most of the political 
chiefs tend to regard their departments as 
their personal empires and run things pretty 
much as they please. If they feel like making 
crime reports to the County Police, they do; 
otherwise the news tends to be suppressed. 

The elected municipal police chiefs have 
been the principal road-block to the estab- 
lishment of an effective and equitably fi- 
nanced system of law enforcement in the 
county. They view the County Police Depart- 
ment, which operates largely in the unin- 
corporated areas, as a potential competitor; 
from the day of its creation they have had 
their knives out for ‘it. 

The politicians in policemen’s uniforms in 
the municipalities are creatures of state law. 
Why should not the law be changed to re- 
quire their appointment by the local govern- 
ing body, say, instead of direct election? 
Perhaps then the people might be able to 
persuade their representatives in Jefferson 
City to permit them to create an efficient and 
effective law enforcement system in the 
county. 


No Giveaway 

Administration officials estimate that Pres- 
ident Kennedy’s 10-year aid program for 
Latin America may involve a total investment 
of 13 billion dollars. The President asked 
for only $600,000,000 from Congress, as a 
beginning. Thirteen billions is about what 
was spent in four years in Europe under the 
Marshall plan. Is this another Marshall plan? 

The answer is that it is not. The United 
States Treasury will not pay the entire bill, 
or even the greater part of it. Mr. Kennedy 


is counting on help from private investment, . 


which is flowing into Latin America at the 
rate of $400,000,000 a year. The sister re- 
publics themselves are expected to contribute 
substantial sums, with the aid of internal tax 
reforms. And much of what Washington 
spends will be in the form of loans, repayable 
at some risk in “soft” currencies, but repay- 
able, nevertheless: 

Mr. Kennedy’s plan is indeed on a broad 
scale, which is what tHe neighbor nations 
wanted. But it is not a giveaway program, 
and the accent in mutual development aid 
will be on “mutual.” 


Code for a Rebuilt City 


The Aldermen gave the rehabilitation: of 
St. Louis another assist when, by a vote of 
27 to 1, they approved the new building code 
without adding crippling amendments. Of 
course, Alderman Alfred I. Harris was the 
lone No-sayer. As did their recent co-opera- 
tive votes in connection with the downtown 
stadium and other projects, this decision by 
the Aldermen showed them to be,awake to 
the possibilities of a city determined to forge 
ahead once more. 

One of the first of these possibilities to be 
realized well may be a 12-story motel planned 
for the downtown area adjacent to the 
riverfront. Now that modern building tech- 
niques are authorized by the code, its spon- 
sors say they will get on with their plans, and 
promptly call for demolition bids. It is .be- 
lieved that a substantial number of other 
building projects, held in abeyance by un- 
certainties about the building code, also will 
be announced in the months to come. And 
the construction of buildings already con- 
templated in connection with the stadium 
and other projects will be facilitated. Cer- 
tainly a major obstacle to a construction boom 
has been removed. For this the Aldermen 
deserve a bow. 


The much discussed amendments, backed ° 


by the bricklayers and electrical workers, 
were not even introduced. Insurance men as 
well as the construction men asserted that 
there was no merit in the safety arguments 
with which they were. advanced. Actually 
they would have continued outmoded and ex- 
pensive methods by prohibiting modern 
metal curtain-walls and the like. What really 
was involved was an attempt to preserve 
vested interests at the cost’ of technological 
progress; and this properly was rejected. 

Even more interesting for most good St. 
Louisans than the economy and efficiency 
made possible by the new code will be the 
broader scope it will give architects and de- 
signers. Not only is there likely to be more 
building in a good many parts of the city, 
but there is likely to be more imaginative 
and more attractive building. So the code will 
make a substantial contribution to the beauty 
of a rebuilt St. Louis. 

Its adoption was a good day’s work in the 
Board of Aldermen. 


Troop Airlift on Way at Last 

The selection of Lockheed Aircraft Corp. 
to develop and build 100 long-range turbo- 
prop planes for swift transport of troops and 
cargo means that a serious weakness is to be 
remedied. Although the Army has three di- 
visions earmarked for quick stamping out of 
brushfire wars, there is now not enough 
airlift to move even one division. For sev- 
eral years the Army has called attention to 
the limited and obsolescent planes available. 
If ‘this warning had been heeded earlier it 
would not now be necessary to wait five 
more years for the 100 new transports.

Power consumers would have saved 
almost $1,300,000,000 in 1959 if the price 
of electricity had been just 2 mills 
lower per kilowatt-hour. That’s the 
astonishing impact of even a slight 
fifth-of-a-cent cut in the cost of elec- 
tricity. 

Despite the fraction-of-a-cent cut, 
the dollar total is tremendous because 
in 1959 some 646,900,000,000 kilowatt- 
hours of electricity were consumed, 
according to the Federal Power Com- 
mission. 


With the United States now in a 
recession, it’s in- 
teresting to note 
too that business 
and industry 
would have saved 
$853,700,000 in 
power costs in 1959 
if the price per 
kilowatt - hour of 
electricity had been just 2 mills lower. 
For commercial and industrial power 
users consumed 426,800,000,000 kilo- 
watt-hours that year — almost two 
thirds of total power consumption in 
the nation. 

That $853,700,000, incidentally is al- 
most three times as much as the $300,- 
000,000 total which would be made 
available for loans and grants by the 
‘distressed areas legislation now pend-

If that 8,400,000,000 kilowatt- 
hours had been just 2 mills lower in 
price, the savings on power costs 
would have been $16,800,000. 

Future savings with a small cut in 
power costs will be even greater, for 
in 1963 it’s estimated that 2000 kilo- 
watt-hours will be needed to make one 
new car. 

Why a 2-mill reduction? First, be-

of the power cost decrease per kilo- 
watt-hour which would be possible if

IN SPRING CONCERT 


Brungardt Shows Skill in 
Direction and Taste in 
Musical Selections.

The Washington University 
Choir, under the direction of 
Gilbert Brungardt, offered its 
annual spring concert last night 
at Graham Memoria] Chapel. It 
was a refreshing, stimulating 
and well-balanced affair. 

Brungardt showed, from the 
outset, that he possesses all 
requisite technical skill. He has 
molded the choir into a sensitive 
and resonant instrument, blend- 
ing its component voices into a 
gratifyingly homogeneous en- 
semble, replete with multicol- 
ored sonorities and impressive 
dynamic and tonal ranges. 

In his musical tastes, Brun- 
gardt is similarly gratifying. 
He featured a Bach Motet 


Poulenc, and a more felicitous 
juxtaposition could not be 
imagined. 

To be sure, Brungardt re- 
vealed more sympathy for 
Poulenc than for Bach. He bur- 
dened Bach's neat a capella part 
writing with a needless organ 
accompaniment which coarsened 
the texture and impeded the 
forward motion, and he com- 
pounded the felony by selecting 
tempi which tended for the 
most part, toward the stodgy. 

But with Poulenc, Brungardt 
was completely at home, pene- 


trating to the core and essence | ® 


of the music, and projecting it 
with profound eloquence. Here, 
more than anywhere else on the 
program, one was aware of the 
choir’s technical virtuosity and 
the conductor’s compassionate 
insight. 

Other notable representations 
included an Ecce Sacerdos and 
an Offertorium, both by Bruck- 
ner, and a Jubilate Deo of Gio- 
vanni Gabrieli. There was a 
section devoted to (more or less) 
contemporary music, all of it 
worth hearing once; and a sec- 
tion given over to somewhat less 
sophisticated material: A folk 
song, a spiritual and a Gersh- 
win selection. All were presented 
with telling enthusiasm, and all 
were received in kind. 

A brass ensemble was heard 
to advantage in the Bruckner 
and Gabrielli works.

Redmon Kahoks' Top Man in Title 
Win and Homecoming Ride

Bogie Redmon set a fast pace 
for the Collinsville High basket- 
ball team yesterday, just as he 
did as the undefeated Kahoks 
swept through three games at 
Huff gymnasium over the week- 
end to win the Illinois prep 
championship. 

Yesterday Bogie, a 6-foot-6, 
agile, 215-pound center, was in 
the driver’s seat of the lead car 
caravan from 
Champaign to Collinsville. Coach- 
ing him in the front seat was 
Vergil Fletcher, who guided the 
team through a 32-0 season. 

The caravan of 11 cars which 
left Champaign grew to more 
than 200 by the time the team 
reached Collinsville. A cheerirtg 
crowd estimated at 3500 to 4000 
filled the Collinsville gym to 
greet the returning heroes. Pur- 
ple and white signs proclaimed: 
“Welcome home, Champs.” , 
One of State’s Top Three. 

So impressive was their per- 
formance at the University of 
Illinois gymnasium, that a Cham- 
paign sports editor listed the 
1960-61 Kahoks as one of the 
three finest Illinois prep teams 
“tin modern-day basketball his- 
tory.” 

He quoted ‘“‘long+ime basket- 
ball followers on the high school 
scene” as placing the Collins- 
ville quintet in the class of Tay- 
lorville’s 1944 team and Mount 
Vernon’s 1950 team. The first of 
those, led by Johnny Orr and 
Ron Bontempts, was 45-0 for the 
season. Mount Vernon, paced 
by 6-5 Max Hooper, won a sec- 
ond straight title while carrying 
a 33-0 mark. 

Like those teams, the Kahoks 
were hard-pressed only a few 
times during the season. Taylor- 
ville won only three games by 
fewer than 10 points, Mount Ver- 
non five and Collinsville four. 
Besides those three teams, 
just two others have gone un- 
beaten in the 54 years of Illinois 
prep tournaments. Those were 
the LaGrange team (29-0) of 1953 
and Chicago Marshall’s (30-0) 
group of 1958. 

Redmon was the top scorer of 
the tournament, with 92 points 
in four games. : He hit 39 of 59 
field shots. Next was Fred Rid- 
die, a smdoth, 6-3 forward, who 
totaled 76 points, including 26 of 
29 free throws for a tourney 
record. 

The red-hot Kahoks shot .600 
per cent, with 30 goals in 50 
shots, in crushing Thornton of 
Harvey, 84-50, in the champion- 
ship game Saturday night. They 
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hit .547 from the field and .750 
from the free throw line for the 
four tourney games last week, 
getting progressively better each 
game on their FG shooting. 
They beat Centralia, 66-64, at 
alem, then Rockford East, 
71-48, and Peoria Manual, 76-39, 
at Champaign. 


Even more heralded than the 
Collinsville offense, however, 
was the pressing defense that 
forced’ every tourney opponent 
but Centralia to crack. When the 
Kahok defenders, with Bob 
Meadows and Bob Simpson ball- 
hawking the length of the court 
throughout each game, once 
started to roll, there was no stop- 
ping Collinsville. They inter- 
cepted passes and broke behind 
their opponents, or failing to do 
that, dazzled them with pass- 
work that set up clear, close 
shots. 

A crowd reported at the ca- 
pacity figure, of 6905 saw the 
Kahoks come close to two tour- 
ney records in the final. Their 
84 points just missed the 85 mark 
set by Mount Vernon’s 1950 win- 
ners, and the 34-point margin 
was second only to the 45 dif- 
ference between Rockford and 
Mount Carroll in 1911. 

Fletcher will have more than 
this season to remember about 
the 1961 graduates, who include 
his five starters, Redmon, Rid- 
dle, Meadows, Simpson, and Bob 
Basola. Redmon made the var-

Does he allow his children to watch his own shows? 

“As the children get older, they want to watch my work, 
so I do have a problem. However, it does seem to me that 
it is more upsetting to actors’ children. They watch their 
parents being hated or unhappy or being mean.” 

Foote thinks TV originals, of which there are mighty 
few, are a great risk but a necessary one for a writer: “I 
don’t feel you’re quite a writer unless you're doing your 
own work. You don’t share it with William Faulkner; you 
don’t have anyone to hide behind, And you feel an extra 
responsibility because everyone who succeeds will help 
the next writer.” 

Foote almost always has children in his plays; he explores 
childhood very tenderly and deeply. “I’ve been thinking a 
great deal about childhood,” he confesses. ‘“‘Most are ex- 
cluding the family. One reason is that it’s difficult to write 
about family freshly. If you are—as I’ve tried to be—rooted 
in life, a constant factor is the child. The first impulse is 
to examine yourself as a child and the children you know 
and what became of them. I have always tried to have a 
sense of family history. 

“I always feel such humility after looking into a child’s 
world. It’s a very humbling experience. Children are more 
free and more responsive than adults. So much of life is 
consumed in childhood; it’s the formative time. If you look 
at childhood as uncliche as possible, you arrive at new areas; 
you open new feelings, new sensitivities.” 

Foote is from Texas and I asked him how he felt 
about Southern writing. ‘The South still has a set 
social pattern—the family. It’s something to take 
sides over. That’s changing fast, though. The trou- 
ble with much Southern writing is that it seems easier 
for the writer to deal in preconceived ideas, in cliches. 
The South is an unhappy region for obvious reasons 
and, there’s no doubt about it, breeds 
writers. I do wish they didn’t have such a limited 
vision.” 

Foote deplores the death of all the serious dramatic 
programs on television but he says that you can’t bring 
them back. “It's a different time and we all see things 
differently. If anyone did bring them back, they would all 
be served better with new productions, new actors. And, of 
course, they’d have to pay the playwrights more. I got $1000 
for my first script. But I have to add that I was happier 
td see that $1000 than almost anything I've ever seen in my 
life.”

Questions on Reducing 


HERE ARE SOME QUESTIONS women most often ask 
me about reducing: 

1. How long will I have to exercise before it begins to 
show in my figure? 

Some spots are easier to reduce than others, The waistline 
is usually the first measurement which shows a decrease. The 
abdomen is next, The hips and thighs are more stubborn and 
take more time. 

Of course it depends on how many times you do the 
exercises, too, and whether or not you are doing the ones 
which are corrective to a particular measurement. You 
usually see a difference in about two weeks, 

It also depends on how you do your exercises. Always 
follow directions carefully. A bent knee which is supposed to 
be kept straight, for instance, can make a difference in the 
results you get. 

2. Does it make any difference when I take my exercises? 
Can I take them in the morning just as well as at night and 
lose the same? 

Take your exercises at any time during the day or night, 
whichever is most convenient for you. The only exception 
being to take them before meals or spot them in between 
meals. 

3. I have heard that a woman who is reducing should eat 
her largest meal at noon and a light one at night. This doesn’t 
suit me or my family life. 

Divide your daily caloric intake in any way you wish. Just 
do not go over it. I think the main value of the larger mid- 
day meal is the fact that we are more apt to feel leisurely, 
linger longer at the table, and therefore eat more at the 
evening meal. 

4. I have heard and read many times ‘that the reducer 
should eat slowly, that it helps. Why is this? 

Food raises the blood sugar level and this decreases the 
appetite. Slow eating helps you to feel satisfied sooner. 

5. Why do people get fatter as they grow older? 

Because of changes in the glandular system, decreased 
activity and often more and richer food, because of more 
money to spend, more leisure and more social life. 

6. How many different exercises should | do? 

One good exercise is enough for the reduction of any one 
given measurement if it is specific for that spot. However, 
this would be rather boring and there are many good exercises 
mabey measurement.

3 Men Poised for First Flight Into Space 


Astronauts Glenn, Grissom and Shepard Don’t Know Which Will Be Chosen, but They’re Ready, W illing, Able

One of three young of- 
ficers, John Herschell Glenn 
Jr.. Virgil I. Grissom or 
Alan B. Shepard J., will be 
the first American to be 
rocketed into space. Each 
of the three is eager to be 
chosen for the honor but 
the men consider their work 
as part of a team more im- 
portant,

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. 
March 20 (AP) 

IN THE GRAY DAWN one 
day this spring—if all goes ac- 
cording to plan—a good-looking 
young man will walk across the 
concrete deck of launch pad 
26A with the bright lights of this 
spaceport gleaming on his sil- 
ver space suit. 

He'll climb the’ criss-crossing 
stair. of a red and white tower 
to the cramped, bell-shaped 
capsule. He'll wiggle through the 
entrance hatch and settle into 
a couch fitted to every contour 
of his body. 

The hatch will close, and his 
earphones will buzz as_ the 
countdown progresses on the 63- 
foot Redstone rocket beneath 
him. 

When the seconds tick away 
to zero, he will feel a tremen- 
dous jolt as the powerful Red- 
stone engine ignites, then lifts 
him upv.ard. 

If all goes right, the capsule 
will soar 115 miles high and 
land 290 miles down the Atlan- 
tic tracking range 16 minutes 
after blastoff. Peak speed will 
be 4200 miles an hour. 

This young space pilot will be- 
come the man of the hour. His 
name will be recorded in head- 
lines and history books. 

The glory will go to one of 
three men: John Herschel Glenn 
Jr., Virgil Ivan Grissom or Alan 
Bartlett Shepard Jr. The Na- 
tional Aeronautics and Space 
Administration has selected this 
trio to train for the United 
States’ first manned suborbital 
flight, expected in April or May. 
All are brilliant men, skilled test 
pilots and extraordinary physical 
specimens. 

The oldest, most experienced 
of the group is Glenn, 39-year-old 
Marine lieutenant colonel from 
New Concord, O. 


Like Grissom and Shepard, 
Glenn is an expert at wringing 
the bugs out of all types of 
aircraft. 

He has chalked up more than 
5100 hours flying time, 1600 in 
jets. He flew 59 fighter bomber 
missions in the Pacific in 
World War II and 100 missions 
in Korea, shooting down three 
Communist MIGs near the 
Yalu river in the last nine days 
of fighting. He holds five Dis- 
tinguished Flying Crosses and 
the Air Medal with 18 clusters. 


In 1957 he became the first 
man to fly supersonically from 
Los Angeles to New York, cov- 
ering the distance in 3 hours 23 
minutes in an F8U jet. ‘His face 
later became familiar to tele- 
vision viewers when he won 
$25,000 on the quiz program 
“Name That Tune.” 

The number of astronauts prep- 
ping for the first manned flight 
was cut from seven to three and 
Glenn—a powerful athletic type 
with close-cropped reddish hair 
and green eyes—found himself a 
step closer to new adventure. 

“T wouldn’t trade places with 
any guy in the world,” said the 
colonel. ‘“‘We’ve been. looking 
forward to this day for some 
time. And it’s an understate- 
ment to say that I’m happy. 
However, we've tried to play 
down the ‘first’ aspect.” 

Referring to the successful 
launching of an unmanned cap- 
sule atop an Atlas missile, Glenn 
said that flight, and all it proved, 
“was much more important to 
Project Mercury than the name 
on the first ticket. 

“Nor does it change the im- 
portance of our whole group of 
seven. We have continually 
thought of ourselves as a sev- 
en-man team. The nearer we 
get to launch day, the more im- 
portant each member of the 
team becomes.” 

The four astronauts not chos- 
en for the first test will be eli- 
gible for later, perhaps even 
more ambitious, space mis- 
sions. 

“Actually the second, third 
and fourth flights may accom- 
plish far more scientifically than 
the first flight does,” Glenn 
commented. “‘That first mission 
is going to be a sort of ‘Oh, gee 
whiz, look at me, here I am 
Ma’ type of deal. The second 
flight, once a man has been 
briefed on what to expect, 
should accomplish a lot more.’ 

The rigorous training the as- 
tronauts have undergone at var- 
ious test centers across the

Margaret Caster of New Con- 
cord. The children are John Da- 
vid, 14, and Carolyn 13, Mrs. 
Glenn, hearing in Arlington, Va., 
of her husband's selection said: 
“That's really fine news, really 
thrilling.” 


Glenn has trimmed down 
from 208 to 168 pounds since 
his space flight training be- 
gan 22 months ago. Running 
two miles each day on the 
sandy beach south of Cape 
Canaveral when he is here 
helps keep him in shape. He 
also enjoys water skiing and 
boating. 


Just as the other space candi- 
dates do, he watches as many 
missile launchings as possible 
at the Cape. 

“The more familiar you are 
with the shots,” he says, ‘‘the 
less awesome they seem. But I 
don’t think they'll ever stop be- 
ing impressive, particularly if 
you think of yourself sitting there 
on top of the rocket waiting to 
be shot into space.” 

Astronaut Grissom sat tensely 
in a mock spaceship, watching a 
myriad of dials and gauges, lis- 
tening to information crackling 
in his earphones and frequently 
moving a finger to a switch or 
lever. 

“141 seconds — capsule sepa- 
rated,”” barked the voice in the 
earphones. ‘'290 seconds—you're 
at 100,000 feet, coming down, 42,- 
000 feet, drogue parachute open. 
You're at 10,000 feet, main chute 
deployed. 948 seconds, capsule 
impacted.”’ 

Grissom, garbed in a Project 
Mercury space suit, was flying a 
ground based space mission 
which simulated everything that 
will happen, as far as instru- 
ments go, on a manned flight. 

“I'd like to be the first like all 
the rest of them," said the 34- 
year-old Air Force captain after 
the simulated flight was over. 
“‘But the most important thing is 
to get’ it done and get it done 
right. So I think all of us want 
the best qualified man to go first 
regardless of who he is.”’ 

The statement is typical of 
Grissom. In replying to ques- 
tions, his answers always are 
short and direct. Thus he com- 
plements the voluble Glenn and 
the exuberant, wise - cracking 
Shepard. 

The three space pilots each 
will average five or six flights a 
week in the simulator for many 
weeks before a Redstone missile 
thunders. away from the Cape 
with a manned capsule on its 
nose, 

“The idea is to acquaint us as 
much as possible with all sys- 
tems of the capsule,"”’ Grissom 
explained, “The simulator con- 
tains every instrument which is 
in the actual spacecreft. 

“The flights are not constant 
repetition, On any one rehearsal 
the engineers ‘might introduce 
three or four unexpected failures 
or emergencies which we must 
learn to cope with. By the time 
one of us takes a rocket ride, 
we'll be ready for almost any 
emergency.” 

He explained these built-in 
“failures’’ consist mostly of 
certain equipment malfunctions. 
The astronaut is trained to shift 
to a backup system cr operate 
faulty equipment manually in 
case of trouble during flight. 

Grissom, whom the other 
astronauts , call “Gus,” is no 
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stranger when it comes to testing 
new flight vehicles. A crack test 
pilot, he has broken in many 
new planes, logging 3400 hours 
of flying time, 2500 in jets. He 
flew 100 missions as an F-86 
fighter pilot in Korea, winning 
the Distinguished Flying Cross 
and the Air Medal with one 
cluster. 


Grissom and a_§ fellow 
astronaut, Leroy Cooper, had 
a near fatal plane accident 
before their selection in 1959 
as space candidates. They 
were taking off in a T-33 jet 
trainer when the landing gear 
collapsed. The plane crashed 
and burned, but both men 
escaped unhurt. 


Grissom is a_ native of 
Mitchell, Ind., and a 1950 grad- 
uate of Purdue University, 
where he earned a degree in 
mechanical engineering. He en 
tered the Air Force during 
World War II and afterward 
decided to make a career of the 
service. He married the former 
Betty Moore of Mitchell. They 
have two sons, Scott, 11, and 
Mark, 7.

After their selection, the 
astronauts were asked if they 
considered a rocket ride a par- 
ticularly hazardous undertaking.

Grissom said it would be 
nothing compared with the or- 
deal of Allied troops waiting for 
the cross Channel invasion of 
Normandy in World War II. 

“Those people didn’t know what 
to expect on D-day. We do,” said 
astronaut Scott Carpenter. 

“And they knew there was 
going to be a slaughter. We don’t 
admit that,” added Grissom. 

Simulator flights are just part 
of the elaborate training the as- 
tronauts have undergone. They 
are being acquainted with the 
heat, pressure, gravity force lev- 
els and other conditions of space 
flight. They take periodic simu- 
lated flights in centrifuges and 
pressure chambers and go 
through periods of weightless- 
ness in diving airplanes. 

They also are developing skills 
te control the capsule during 
flight and are gaining technical 
knowledge of the boosters pro- 
pulsion system and ballistic sys- 
tem of the Redstone and Atlas 
missiles, The Redstone will be 
used for the first brief rocket 
flight. Later, the more powerful 
Atlas will boost one of the as- 
tronauts into orbit.

Louise Shepard once gave 
this nutshell assessment of her 
husband, astronaut Alan Shep- 
ard:

“He is always reading tech- 
nical manuals and the big pol- 
icy type journals, the kind the 
admirals and generals say 
should be read. He is one of 
those men—his work is his 
hobby.” 


This complete dedication to 
his work is one reason the 37 
year-old Navy commander is 
among the final three. 

Robert Gilruth, Project Mer- 
cury director who selected the 
three from the séven original 
astronauts, said the choice was 
based on physical fitness and su 
perior performance in training 
The man who takes the initial 
flight will be picked in the same 
manner. 

Shepard wants to be that man. 
He summed up his feelings this 
way: 


“There are lots of answers 
why I want to be the first man 
in space, but a short answer 
would be this: The flight ob- 
viously is a challenge and I 
feel that the more severe chal- 
lenge will occur on the first 
flight and I signed up to ac- 
cept this challenge.” 

The crew-cut Shepard, a na- 
tive of East Derry, N.H., has 
accepted challenges all his life. 


He was graduated from the 
United States Naval Academy in 
1944 and saw World War Il ac- 
tion in the Pacific aboard the de- 
stroyer Cogswell. He entered 
flight training after the war and 
served aboard Mediterranean air- 
craft carriers, then became a 
test pilot, 

He flew high-altitude research 
missions, helped develop the 
Navy's in-flight refueling system 
and contributed greatly to re- 
search on carrier landing tech- 
niques. 

As a test pilot Shepard had 
several narrow escapes, with en- 
gines flaming out and canopies 
ripping off at. high speed. 

Because of his intense interest 
in acquiring knowledge, Shepard 
excels in the “school work” of 
the astronauts. This includes in- 
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struction in astronautics, partic- 
ularly ballistics, trajectories, 
fuels, guidance and other aspects 
of missile operations, space en- 
vironment, meteorology, astron- 
omy astrophysics and geogra- 
pry. In space flight, the pilots 
will be required to make scien- 
tific observations in these areas. 

Off-duty, Shepard spends as 
much time as possible with his 
wife and two daughters, Laura, 
13, and Juliana, 9. 

Asked after his selection as 
one of the final three whether 
he's all set to ride the space 
capsule, Shepard replied enthu- 
siastically: “The answer is an 
overwhelming yes—a resounding 
yes. We're ready and confident, 
even if some people think we're 
risking our lives, our health and 
even our sanity.” 

Comparing the first space 
flight with the dangers that con- 
fronted Christopher Columbus, 
Shepard commented: 

“Columbus's engineers told 
him the world was flat. They 
said when he sailed to the edge 
he was going to fall into an 
abyss to sure death. Our scien- 
tists tell us we won't.’ 

Asked if he thought we were 
in a race with the Russians to 
put the first man in space, Shep- 
ard replied that ‘we'd damn 
well like to beat the Soviets with 
a man in orbit, but definitely 
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our objective in this program is 
not to beat the Russians. 


“Of course, I think everyone 
realizes that we are in a tech- 
nical race with the Russians 
whether we want to be or not. 
This is an unfortunate clash 
of philosophies. But the spe- 
cifle objective of our program 
is to evaluate man's ability to 
survive, to react, and to ob 
serve in a space environment. 
This is the objective toward 
which we are directing our en- 
ergics.” 


All the astronauts have a sense 
of humor, but Shepard is par- 
ticularly noted for his ready wit, 

Questioned on why he thought 
he was chosen as one of the final 
three, he responded: ‘Maybe 
I'm the link between Ham the 
space chimp and man.” 

When someone asked him how 
much notice he'd want if he is 
named for the actual flight, he 
grinned, “‘I just hope they tell 
me before sunrise on the day of 
the flight.” 

A source close to the astro- 
nauts said if Shepard is the man 
selected for the historic space 
shot, ‘He'll relieve the tension 
with his wisecracks. 

“He'll probably even have a 
few good comments to make 
while he's hurtling through 
space. He’s that kind of guy.”

A 3-year-old scene stealer, 
Caroline Kennedy has obviously 
made the presidential mansion 
her playground. 

She's full of surprises—pack- 
ing a toy pistol, blithely helping 
her father play host to world 
leaders. 

Although Mrs. Kennedy says 
she would like Caroline kept out 
of the public spotlight, the Presi- 
dent seems willing enough to 
have his blond little daughter 
share public appearances with 
him. 

Some of the most appealing 
photographs of Caroline were 
taken perched on her father's 
office desk. 

Caroline is as full of spirit 
and questions as any 3-year-old. 

Right now, se seems to ob- 
_servers to be unspoiled by the 
unusual life into which she had 
been thrust and she obviously 
has taken to it with delight. 
Although she is in charge of 
a British nurse, Caroline man- 
ages to get off on her own for 
unexpected appearances.
